Since you telephoned me yesterday as to 
whether we knew of any struck medals of five incres or 
more in diameter, the only ones that I can find were struck 
frem dies made by Muller which were issued by the Chamber of 
Commerce of New York in 1861 to Pobert Anderson and to 
Adam J. Slemmer, heroes of Fort Sumter and Fort Fickers, 
respectively. These are in very high relief and measure 
6 1/6 inches across. Other than these, I know of no medals 
much ever 4 inches. :
